Sunday, Jiil.y Ist., was a mcmorablo day 
with us for tlio irapoi-iUit i\ni;iou th:it 
Father Matuuirt \v;i:i cuuIjKv.I to cebjbrato 
Mass for tho pooplu oa shun!, aiul [ v. ;ih 
fortunate enough to tind a M.isou i Ham- 
lin parlor organ in these far away regions 
80 tnatwe bad tho customary nuxiliariea 
of singiug music to tbii oeli!l)r;ition of tho 
Divine tuyatories. In Ibo oveniii^;' wo iibso 
had tho happiuuss of oiugiug vespers, and 
thus tho pruisoa of God wore chanted in 
this land .so remote from the civilized 
haunts of men. 

AVuDNESD-vi, July 4th, was indeed a 
glorious day in this Nortlioru liomisphero 
and we eelobratcd it witli as mnoli echit as 
if wo were on tliu banks of the be.nitiful 
Columbia. Our buuting \'.'a:i liun^' to tho 
breeze, the caonon prouhiimi il tuD iiat;il 
'day of American Indepentk'ui'o, auil be- 
sides we bad canoe races, wheelbarrow 
races, climbing a greased pole,boat racing, 
sack racing, whilst the pastimes wore in- 
terpersed with a procession, reading tbo 
Declaration of [udopeudoncu,| i;id sitcecbes 
appropriate to tho patriotic fo.4ival of 
American liberty upon American soil. 

Next day the schooner Gunoral Miller 
arrived bringing down from fcit. Michael's 
•a Indiao prisoner charged with tho mur- 
der of a whiteman named Boylo or Doylo, 
on the Nuchorgiik river, in Alaska. On 
Saturday tlio revL'Uut'culti'rlln.ss bloaincd 
into tho harbor, and next day wo took our 
departure bound for St. George's Island, 
which wo reached on Mouday, July 'Jib, 
but, as the weather was very rough, our 
captain deemed it unsafe to attempt a 
landing, so we steamed on towards St. 
Paul, leaving St. Oi'orgo on iho h'o side. 

Tho Island of St. I'anl, wbi rt' wi^ an iv- 
od on tho Kanif day at tv.D o'clo'.li p. ui. i.s 
about forty luiku long, it is r-ituuiod iu thi! 
Bebring Sea. ilero wo landoil for a short 
time but when returning to tho stijaui- r 
our boat waa closely followed by a nins;iii- 
flcent spocimou of a sen lion who k'.^iit in 
our wakii only a few yarJ^i distant v.itli 
his majcslic bead charciUl of tho water, 
thus giving us a raro oopoi tunit y ' > ob- 
serve his shape and .sixe. And v, i 11 docs 
the noble mon.stor of ibo iiji;.',li!y d' t.-p ilt.'- 
serve hia uamo, becausu lio rcscujUles tho 
king of the animal kingdom more than any 
other oreatnre. The specimen we saw was 
apparently as large as aa ox. 

THE SEAL FIsnEHIHS.

•vco wore I to attempt it lay di' v,' i im ii mi 
would fall far sliort of the' re.iUty. " Tho 
adjacent waters are litcrjlly ulivo with 
them, whilst they swarm so thickly along 
the shore that the coast seems cue hlaok 
mass, whilst thi-ir foarfnl bo,.liiii; i -dcif- 
ening to an unaccusaniied < .ii-. an 1 liir 
whole scene undces an iinpies ,i in nu la- 
that time cainiot cll'aee. A ^-liurt distane.e 
from the slioru wo stopped in front i i a 
drove of about a thousand seals kept to- 
gfltber by several natives for tiio purpose 
of being killed with their clubs so as to 
Beoure their valuable skm which is the 
most marketable commodity iu these re- 
gions. 

Tuesilay, July l.'ith, again bavin,'-; got 
'-under way of St. Michael, and next day 
vre passed St. Malihew's i^daiid whoro the 
officers of the Iteliance last year killed 
several white boars. This island is in 
172 longitude wcnt,l)eing the most west- 
orly point r<'iichi.:<l by us on this voya;;e. 
At oigiic dogrocH farlbor west we would 
bo compollod to count tho degrees J'l ist. 
"Here wo had no darkness during tiio 
Right of July lath, whoa we passed tl^o 
St. I^aw^ence island. The dtlTereqoe of 
time botwoon this point and Victoria in 
throe hour.s iind liftoeu ininntos, Avbilst 
tiio variation of tlio iiee'ilb) is mi iji'e.j, to 
tJio oast that tho point designated u-i 
north-east by the oompi\S8 is duo north. 

Friday, July 18th, wo came almost to 
tho end of our present voyage, having en- 
tered Norton Sound in I|Ut. (Jl° and ciist 
anchor oil St. ^^lichael's tlie m.-xt day, 
which was tho fuasl, on llonavenluri'.wliieb 
is synonymoub with "^Vld(a)mo," a iimsi 
auspioious bpginuiug to our arrival iu 
.this new field of tl;e Fajth. Thus ended 
the first part of our projootod journey, and 
horo wo are at St.. Ma bai ls, tbrnHjdi tho 

))rovidi)ni'o id' Cynl, -..Uely b'ude 1 lU'tOf a 

jouruoy of two tbons.md ('i;;lit luuidreil 
and thirty miles, without a single laiidiap 
to mar the pleasure of our nii:k-ionary 
journey. But our.dostiuatioaia not yi"t 
roaobedas wo have to make preparations 
lor asoending tho Yoakoa, river for a di.i- 



tanco of at least oightoon hundred milos 
more. Tbo little Htoru-wheel stoanicr 
which plies on the Youkou river having 
depai'ted a few days prior to our arrival, 
wo shall have to make tho voyage in a ca- 
noe, but whilst lam thus delayed iniiro- 
[lariug for our next journey I will avail 
myKolf of tho time iu , 'order to learn all 
I can about the topograjihy of the country 
its clini'ite, tbo n.itivu.-i, and abovo all tlie 
study of its various lauguages, which, in 
in itself, is almost a Herculean task, when 
ono cousidora that there aro no loss than 
twenty-throe dilTerent dialects. Our Eu- 
ropean ideas of arithmetic, too, must bo 
cast aside in this recioo, if wo expect to he 
accounted good scholars, as two and two 
do not make four in Alaska! In order to 
to count ''seven" tbo Indians hero repeat 
"two," counfeigbt" tbey reiioat "throe;" 
to count "nine" tbey repeat "four," so 
that twice two, (with them) is .serc/i, three 
are elijht, and twice four is nini;'! Aud then 
tho dialects themselves, along with being 
nunierous, have tbo almost unsurmount- 
able dit1'.;;iity of words utmost endless! 
Thus, 'in- iuiitanco, tho numeral '•eight" 
is called by the Mahlenuits— 'piuyusnm- 
l.igwinuleet,' and the number 'nine' by 
tho still longer cognomen of'uikozuakluk- 
aythlukehkulla' (1) If the length of the 
words increase according to numerioal 
expression, I cau scarcely imagine how 
niucb spaco it would tako to writo down 
tbo donominatiou of thousand! 

I'atbor Maudart thinks it would tako 
aliout twenty-Uvo years to vL-iit all tho 
tribes aud localities in this vast field of 
missionary duty, so you oan imsgiae what 
a vast land has to be won to the cross. It 
is not likely that I shall visit Fort You- 
koii this year as I learn tboare aro no iu- 
diaus on the upper portion of the river, 
nor south of Fort Youkoii for nearly four 
huudred miles. But tliou, ofcourso, my 
movements must comport with circuiu- 
stances which will ari.so iu thejfuturo.but 
ouruim will bet ocarry the faith to every 
portion of this land, and with God's help 
wo will carry out this design to tho best 
of our ability.

OITB EISHEBIES. 



1)10 salmon flsherios of Eraser Rivor 
are beginning to nttraot attention in East- 
ern Cauatlii, ami astonishmout is csprcna- 
ed thoro at tho ability of this Province to 
add largely to tho :uipply oi'lisli-fooil con- 
sumed in Europe and (■Isewboro. Homo 
remarks which wo oU'ernd on thia aubjoct 
a few WGolcs sinuo havo been oxtoiisivoly 
copied and commuuted on by thu Eaatorn 
press. The Free jPrea.i of Ottawa ado])ts 
many of our auggostionsand eays: "Some 
of tile most Talaablo fisheries of North 
Aiiierioa are those located on the Faoifio 
Coast of the Dominion. We observe by 
the last number of the Victoria OoiiOsisT 
that a vesael lately loft that port for tho 
London. (Eng.) market, carrying a cargo 
of 20,000 cases of salmon, valned at SllO,- 
000. Thia is represented as being abontone 
seventh of the season's catch on tho Fra- 
sor Eiver, tho year's operation being ex- 
pected to yield about ^^00,000. Tho im- 
portance of these valuable liahorios can 
be estimated when it in htatod that the 
■west coast of the United Slates only con- 
tains one Knlmon producing river, whilu 
on tho IJritiali American co.iut there are 
no less thiui .sci-.;;;— tho Eraser, ykenua 
(the only two worked, and tliese only 
jjartially) Stickcou, Xuss. Tarcoo, Uow- 
iohan and Salmon, all rich in tlio 
possession of thia valuable lish. 
Unfortunately, tho want of fore- 
sight of Canada's unfortunate Com- 
missioner in the negotiation of the 
WushinRton Treaty has debarred British 
Columbia from tho iirivilcgo of th(i Iluit- 
od State.s market, f^o that these valuablo 
fisheries have not been of ao much impor- 
tance to the trade of the Province afa 
othorv.-ise might haj/a been tho case. Lat- 
terly, however, sittoution has been direct- 
ed to the London market, and a large 
trade in springing up, which will no doubt 
be rapidly devcdoped to important magni- 
tude. Several fishing companies have 
already been formed in San Francisuo to 
fish in British Columbia waters, and it 
might bo a prudent course to take to ro- 
ciprooate with the United States for the 
shabby manner in whioh, by a quibble, 
British Columbian fish were excluded from 
tho United States markets to i)revent Am- 
erican fishermen from Iraviiig access to 
our in shore fisheries on the Pacilic 
coast until that Province is allowed the 
full enjoyment of tho privileges oonccdeil 
to other parts of the Domini.on under tho 
Washinton Treaty. At all oventa it is 
evident that the Dominion is possessed of 
a very great source of wealth on tho 
British Columbia coast in theso iiupor 
taut fisheries, and it will be tho part of 
. wisdom to take stejis to promote tho de- 
velopment of these Uaheries, as well as to 
apply Buch regulations as are in force in 
other jnuls of the Dominion to prevent 
the destruction of the fish in a reckless 
manner, as is likely to be the case with- 
out proper restrictions. The Colonist 
thinlw that with suitable restrictions 
properly enforced, and a close season, 
these salmon fisheries would be practically 
inexhaustible."

A Practicable Scheme at Last. 

For tho past six weeks a gentleman 
named E. L. Darby, a civil engineer from 
Napanee, Ontario, has been engaged in 
examining aud survoyiug lands subject to 
overflow in the Sumna and Chilliwhack 
seetions of ^raser Valley with the object 
of reclaiming aud settling upon them a 
colony of Canadians from Ontario. Air. 
Derby is of opinion that 20,000 acres now 
auhniorgod may be reclaimed and another 
20,000 acres protected from overflow by 
backwater at a comi)aratiToly small ex- 
ponso. Ho has laid his plan beforo the 
Local Government and his views have 
boon met in every particular. Hon. Mr. 
Voriion, -vtIio visits tho Blainl.aud to-day, 
will aoconipauy Mr. Derby to New West- 
minster, where they will bo met by Hon. 
E. Brown, and the three gentlemen will 
Ijroceed to Sumas to inspoot tho ground 
proposed to bo dyked. Wa learn from 
Mr, Derby, who has lately completed ex- 
tensive dyking entovprises in California, 
and has a high opinion of the riohooss of 
Eraser Valley, that a colony of ninety-six 
porsoup, ■who will bring with thsm at least 
!iJ100,000, are prepared to settle ou tho re- 
claimed lands, which it is proposed to 
have drained and ready for settlement 
next year. Tho precise nature of tho 
tonus arranged with tho Government has 
not traiispirad; but it is understood that 
no aid ill the form of money is asked. It 
is pleasant to know from all aides that so 
much attention is being drawn to tho 
agricultural lands of the Province, and 
that through tho encouragement gireu by 
tho present progressive Governmont 
there is every prospect that in tho course 
of a vory few years British Columbia, from 
beiug a largo importer of \Yheiit, will be- 
come a large exporter.

John, was murdered 
by another Indian at Nootsaok, W. T., on 
the ICth iust. Tho murderer was follow- 
ed into British Columbia, and when they 
came to Upper Sumas, they found out 
that a canoo was taken away; thoy then 
.speedily made for Millor's Landing. Pre- 
sently thoy saw a canoe approachiug in 
which tlioro was au Indian, who answered 
tho description of tho murderer. They 
coucoalcd thnmsolvos and allowed him to 
enter Mr. Millor's store, when ono went 
to each door and "nabbed" bim while in 
the act of purchasing ammunition and 
bowie-knives. Mr. McGillivary, J. P., 
was sent for, and iih bo had no jurisdic- 
tion, ho, with tho ludiaus, haudcutfod tho 
murderer uud forwarded him with a let- 
ter to the authorities of Washington Terri- 
tory. Tho deceased Indian was . an in- 
dustrious and peaoaable person. The 
murderer wore a bad countenance.oarried 
two guns, aud intended to have plenty of 
ammunition and bowio-kuivoa. It was 
lucky that ho was approheudod beforo 
committing another murder.

WORZINGMEN ON THE WAEPATH. 

Incendiary Speeches— The Bope and 
Torch Advised. 



San Francisco, Sept. 21. — There was a 
large mMs meeting of unemployed work- 
ingmeu at Union Hall to-night. The 
speeches were of tho most incendiary 
character. The speakers bitterly inveigh- 
ed against the Ohinese, and proposed that 
workingmen arm and organize aud put 
themsolvoK in jjosition to enforce their 
commauds ilespite tho safety coinniitti.'es, 
polled and militia. An open air mass 
meeting is called for next Suuday, and a 
stroet parade iiroposud at au early date. 
Some 2,500 people of both sexes were 
present. T. Day occupied the chair and 
introduced Phil Eoaoh as the first speak- 
er. Mr, Roach dwelt on the griovaneo.s 
of the laboring clatis in the oity, decried 
tho ouiployinuut of an extra police during 
the late disturbances, cliuiuing that thw 
money paid them would have been better 
expended upon public improvcmoiits, and 
that the safety committee should have ad- 
vanced money for the employment of 'the 
people instead of for paymeut of extra 
polico, 

D. Kearney followed iu a highly incen- 
diary speech. He said every working- 
man must add a musket to his household 
property, aud claimed that within a year 
there will be at least twenty tbousaud la- 
borers in this oily, well armed and organ- 
ized and able to duiuand aud take wJiat 
they want despite niili'.ary, iiolico and 
hoodlum safety eiuniuittee. He uot ouly 
threatened the Chiuese with summary 
troatmout but inveighed against tho capi- 
talists of the State, giving the names of 
many and revelling in such terms as 
"hanging is necessary." "a few fires will 
clear tho atniosphero," etc., declared ho 
know his speech was incendiary and in- 
tended it should be; that he knew the 
press would blame him, but be did not 
cdre for the leprous friendship of the 
press. 

The chairman commented on Kearney's 

speech, saying it might be considered in- 
cendiary, but desperate romodies may bo 
rofiuired beforo tho Chinese aro got rid 
of. Ho then attackeil the uatioiiul gov- 
ornnieut ou tho ground that it had Iricd 
for years toonslavo the laboring cLisscs. 

Patriak Hoaly followi^d with an alklrl.•s^, 
more iujoudiary, if [)ossilili,',!hau the pro- 
ceding ones. Namiii;; a doxeti iirtiiuiueut 
citizens, he proposed, as a solution of tho 
labor question, that ihoy should bo hung 
first, then the Chinese taken iu hand, lie 
advised bis bearers to join tho militia, 
tnat they might by so doing obtain arms 
to use as occasion may require. Ho 
thought it would be better either to swoar 
allegiance to Great Britain or throw ofT 
tho yoke of tho union and create a work- 
ingmau's roiniblic of tho Pacific Coast. 
Ho spoko at length iigaiustfreo tradi?, aud 
declared capitalists must bQ put dowu at 
all hazards. 

Mrs. Swift, a prominent California 
street stock brokeress, spoko iu favor of 
tho workingu! jii, but thought Ijotoro Iho 
workingmen talkcil of driving away tho 
Ohinese thoy hud belter teach their trivcs 
and daughters to take their places. 

It was resolved that a headquarters bo 
established where unemployed working- 
lueu may iisseuible and sign their iianicb 
a,"! nii'iiibtTH of a sidf protective orj-jaoiza- 
ti(ju. A r(!S(iluti(ni v.as adopted appoint- 
ing j\iayor Jiryant a I'oiiiiiiit loo of on.' to 
reeeivo siibHcriptioiis in aid of unemploy- 
ed workingmen from the persons whom 
the speakers bad expressed a desire to 
hang. It was also resolved to hold a mass 
meeting Sunday and a big ."-tn'ot piirailo 
soon. 'Vhv iiiiM tin.g was very ( nthusi^w- 
tio and tho remarks of tho hj)eiikor.'j loud- 
ly cheered,
